YORBA LINDA — Deciding on 
two items, the Yorba Linda 
Planning Commission voted a 
zone change and approved a 
petition for a commercial sign at 
their regular meeting last 
Wednesday. 

Mary DeBaun, a representative 
of a private child care school, and 
Ferdinand Franklin, co-owner of a 
car parts shop, petitioned the zone 
change. 

The area, 130 feet north of Yorba 
Linda Boulevard, west of Valley 
View, is currently zoned 
agricultural and residential - 
It is bordered by a 
a ballpark and an 
section of land. 
Approximately three-fourths of an 
acre were in question. 

Presenting the staff report, 
Deputy Planning Secretary 
Richard Wykoff outlined the 
general area and stated that a re¬ 
zoning to commercial would be 
compatible with the surroundings 
and was recommended by the 
staff.

YORBA LINDA - The regular 
meeting of the Yorba Linda School 
District was held June 11, with the 
board members going into an 
executive session over the 
administrator’s salary schedules.

After further discussion, the 
zone change was approved by a 
three-two vote. Both Paul and 
William Clay felt that more ’ 
careful, planning rather than what 
hey termed “spot-zoning,” was 
needed. The change was approved 
by Howard Lindow, Robert 
Meador and Rosann Roberts. 

The area will now be zoned C-l 
10,000 with an architectural 
control on all buildings established 
there.

He expressed this view at the 
meeting of approximately 60 
merchants who had gathered for a 
Continental breakfast at Backs 
Memorial Building Thursday 
morning for a “get-together” and 
discussion of a “forward look” at 
Placentia, as stated the Mayor.

PLACENTIA - New postal 
facilities for Placentia are still 
hanging in the balance stated 
Claude Douglas, of the local 
office. Building inspector, King of 
San Diego is in charge of all 
negotiations. Although there is the 
option on the site at the south east 
corner of Kraemer and Morse 
Ave., the most recent blue prints 
have been returned to Washington 
for further study and review. 

The size of a new post office for 
Placentia will depend upon the 
growth potential of the city, but it 
was thought at least 50,000 square 
feet of floor space would be 
needed at first, but more is in 
prospect, it was so noted. 

When a new station is finally 
built in Placentia, there will be, no 


doubt, according to Douglas, a sub 
station somewhere in the south 
end of town. There are a couple of 
sub stations in the northern area, 
but it is difficult to find a business 
that will accommodate the 
addition of postal service. 
Needed, of course, to help 
maintain a postal sub station is a 
counter for use by those who 
despise to make out money 
torder^, etc. 

A trip through the present 
offices readily shows the need for 
larger quarters, and working 
space for the carriers. Also those 
persons daily working in the office 
have no air flow through the 
building, and during the summer 
the heat has reached a 100 
degrees, it was said. 


YL Council Denies Trailer Park Request 


YORBA LINDA - The City 
Council denied a request for a 
zone change to permit a mobile 
home park on the northwest 
corner of Jefferson Street and 
Buena Vista Street at its regular 
meeting Monday night. 

A large group of people from 
Placentia who live just north of 
the proposed development 
protested the zone change. A 

letter from Mayor Bob Finnell of 


Placentia opposing the change 
was also received by councilmen. 

In other action the council 
approved the budget for the next 
fiscal year, approved a sign 
requested by Forest Olson Realty 
for the northeast corner of Linda 
Vista Street and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, and approved the 
extension of a tentative tract map 
for property south of Fairmont 
Boulevard in the eastern part of 


the city. 

Councilmen also voted to 
maintain the park at Imperial 
Highway and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, voted to tell the state 
that they did not want a freeway 
within the city limits, approved 
the annexation of a small parcel 
on the eastern boundaries, and 
approved final agreements for 
acquisition of property along Rose 
Drive for widening the street.

S posing the meeting and giving 
merchants an opportunity to 
express their view. 

Thurston Shinn asked that more 
time be given for the merchants to 
speak, and Cecil Rospaw brought 
up the subject of the parking and 
improvement of Santa Fe Ave. The 
latter is being considered with 
everyone who owns property on 
that street, according to 
Councilman Langer. 

It was suggested, also, that an 
agenda be sent out with the notices 
of the next meeting, so merchants 
could come prepared.

Valuation for the fiscal year 
totals $11,582,714, up slightly 
from the last fiscal year, 
which totaled $11,098,189 at 
this time. 

In addition 62 plumbing 
permits and 124 electrical 
permits were issued.

Census Figures Released 


According to the building 
department of the city of 
Yorba Linda, building 
permits as a whole have 
increased over the last 
fiscal year. 

A total of 387 permits, 
including building and 
miscellaneous grants, were 
issued in May. This is a drop 
from the 507 permits which 
the city issued in April but is 
slightly higher than last 


May’s total of 383. 

The sum total for this 
fiscal year to date is 2,987, 
beating last year’s 1,527 by a 
good margin. 

The building permit 
valuation for this year to 
date is $9,751,487.50 over 
last year’s $9,657,218. 

Most of the permits issued 
were for single family units 
and additions to already 
existing buildings. 


Yorba Linda Trip Set 


Roy Knauft, Jr., district 
manager, who supervised 
the taking of the 1970 Census 
of Population and Housing 
in this area, released the 
preliminary population 
figures for local communi¬ 
ties. 

The current official figure 
for Placentia was 20,500. 
With the new census, 22,009 
residents were counted. 
This means that the city will 
receive a larger allocation 
of the state gas tax which is 
apportioned to cities 


according to population. 

New figures for Yorba 
Linda were 11,920 residents. 
Back-up counts were not 
available as they were 
included in the county poll in 
1960. The city is now using a 
state estimate of 12,128. 

Fullerton rose from 56,180 
community citizens in 1960 
to 84,974. ' 

Official results for all 
areas in the United States 
will be published by the 
Census Bureau in the fall of 
1970.
